IrrlKMl«n PaeitltlM. ' 


(S. r. Bulletin.) 


It has been asserted by authorities 
at Washington, who are conversant 
with our public lands, that no more 
ban 7% per cent of all the land 
.ying west of the one hundredth de- 
gree west longitude is arable without 
irrigation. This lino would run 
northerly through the western part 
of Texas, Indian Territory and Kan- 
sas, and through about the center of 
Nebraska and Dakota, and would in- 
clude in the western division at least 
two-fifths of all the Territory of the 
Union, Whether this estimate is 
literally correct or not, it is certain 
that there are many millions of acres 
of dry, dreary, desolate lands, which 
appear to the eye of the traveler to 
be utterly worthless and unproduo 
live, but which with irrigation can 
be made valuable and profitable for 
all ordinary agricultural purposes. 
The utilization of a large proportion 
of these lands seems to depend en 
tirely npon the chances of increased 
facilities for irrigation. How far th» 
difficulty of scarcity of water may be 
overcome by industry, enterprise 
and capital, is a problem which lima 
alone can solve. 


In California, Colorado and Utah 


extensive progress has been made in 
irrigation, with satisfactory results 
in each, locality. In Colorado larga 
amounts of both English and Ameri- 
can capital has been invested in irri- 
gation canals, and there, as else- 
where, dry and arid lands have been 
proven to be very productive. The 
8000633 
which has attended 
the 


boring of artesian wells, both by the 
Government and by private citizens 
of that State, has also greatly en- 
couraged those who hope for a sup- 
ply of water from that source. As an 
abundant supply is often found at a 
depth of 300 to 400 feet, and as the 
boring of wells of that depth costs 
but about one dollar per foot, it is 
evident that the average farmer can 
well afford the expense whenever 
there is reasonable hope of success 
ful results. The artesian source ol 
supply will, of course, be resorted to 
to a greater extent as the country is 
gradually occupied in the vicinity of 
railroads, 


But the chief source of irrigation 


must be found in a supply of water 
from the mountains. This arid sec- 
tion of country is traversed by both 
the Kooky Mountains and the Sierras. 
Each of" these ranges accumulates 
snow in the Winter, which nevar en- 
tirely disappears in the Summer. 
Each affords water enough in tho 
Spring to frequently deluge the »d 
jacent valleys, and to cause a great 
destruction to property, The extent 
to which the water supply can be 
utilized for irrigation is a problem 
which will no doubt receive much 
greater attention in tbe future than 
it has in the past. Professor Bilh 
man, 
a few years ago, in his lecture 


in the Eastern cities on hydraulic 
mining, said he had seen ditches in 
California constructed by private 
capital for mining purposes, which 
carried more water and conveyed it 
further than the Croton pipe did, 
which supplied the entire city ol 
New York, with a population of more 
than a million inhabitants. During 
tho great floods of 1862 in this State 
a scientist of note of San Francisco 
urged the theory that it was practical 
to impound the water of the moan- 
tains to the extent of greatly dimin 
ishing the destructiveness of the 
floods which had so frequently oc 
curred. It seems, to the common 
observer, improbable that such a re 
salt could ever be attained by such 
means. But that vast bodies of water 
could be impounded for purposes ol 
irrigation is a proposition which will 
not \>a denied. Extensive reservoirs 
have been constructed for mining 
purposes. Still greater works of thai 
character will doubtless be developed 
ia tho future in the interest of agri- 
culture. The eastern slope of the 
Sierras and both slopes of the Rocky 
Mountains afford strong inducements 
for enterprises of this character for 
tho reason that the lands adjacent to 
them are at present comparatively 
valueless.
